A MYSTERY buyer has 
bought a landmark hotel 
which was abandoned for 
three years after shutting 
down suddenly following a 
severe blaze, it has emerged. 

The Mount Hotel in Clent 
has stood empty since a fire 
ripped through the ground 
floor during a wedding 
reception in July 2008. The 
identity of the buyer 
remains a mystery 

Estate agent Walton & 
Hipkiss revealed that the 
property has been sold to a 
private concern. And char¬ 
tered surveyor Sonya Taylor 
said they had been instructed 
by the buyers not to release 
details of the sale price or 
their future plans for the site. 

Residents living nearby 
welcomed the news and said 
they hoped it would be 
brought back into use soon. 

Carol Smith, 54, who lives 
nearby said: “It is such a 
recognisable building and 
people used to travel from 
far and wide to stay there, so 
I’m glad it looks like some¬ 
thing will be done with it.” 

Previous owner Edward 
Gibbs told the Chronicle’s 
sister paper the Express & 
Star in December last year 
that his £500,000 damage 
claim had been rejected by 
an insurance firm. 

When the blaze broke out 
he re-entered the burning 
building before fire crews 
arrived to go to the rescue of 
two guests who failed to be 
woken by smoke alarms.

DOUBLE TRAGEDY 
HITS CANOE CLUB

THE death of two members of Wyre Forest Canoe Club in 
canoeing accidents less than 24 hours apart has left the 
Bewdley group in a state of shock. 

Dave Smith, aged 49, from Stourbridge, died when he fell out of his 
canoe as he navigated his way down a steep-sided river gorge in 
Cornwall on New Year’s Day. He had been on holiday with his family. 

Mr Steve Wall, 48, from Ludlow, died in a canoeing accident on the River Teme, 
near Ludlow, on Monday. 

Father-of-three Mr Smith was pulled from the River Fowey at Golitha Falls on the south¬ 
ern edge of Bodmin Moor. A police spokesman said they received reports “a canoeist had

Club members have been posting tribute 
messages on the club’s website. 

Mr Smith was described as “a great 
paddler and am even greater friend” who 
would “be missed by so many”. 

Tributes to Mr Wall sadd he was “kind and 
considerate man who shall be greatly 
missed”. 

Mr Smith, who worked as an insuramce 
claims assessor, was a qualified canoeist 
with 16 years’ experience. 

His wife, Vanessa, who has now returned 
to the family home in Oldswinford, sadd: 
“David was a much-loved and dedicated 
husband and father.” 

She added that she would like to thamk 
the emergency services cadled to his rescue, 
saying: “They were absolutely fantastic.”

Car yard 
likely to 
go ahead 

PLANS to create a vehicle 
dismantling yard on vacant 
land at an industrial estate 
look set for approval despite 
objections. 

Proposals have been sub¬ 
mitted for a change of use of 
land at Moor Street Indus¬ 
trial Estate, Brierley Hill, 
allowing the business to be 
set up. 

If approved by Dudley 
Council, cars would be bro¬ 
ken up on the site and parts 
recycled.

Baby's birth 
inspires new 
dad to fight 


on over drug 


A KIDDERMINSTER man with 
leukaemia says he has been 
inspired by the birth of his first 
son to fight against plans to stop 
giving out “life-saving” cancer 
drugs on the NHS. 

The tablets cost £30,000 per patient 
a year. 

Kris Griffin did not know how long he 
would survive when he was diagnosed 
with chronic myeloid leukaemia four 
years ago. 

But his baby son Luca has now been 
born using sperm he banked at the time - 
and the 36-year-old says he is determined 
to help others in the same situation. 

He was prescribed Dasatinib, which 
gave him back a normal life expectancy, 
and he and his wife Kelly then decided to 
try for a baby. 

Threat 

Mr Griffin is now fighting for other can¬ 
cer victims to have access to the same 
tablets, which are under threat of being 
axed from the NHS. NICE (The National 
Institute for Health and Clinical Excel¬ 
lence) has recommended that the Govern¬ 
ment stops providing the tablets. 

Mr Griffin, of Selba Drive, Kiddermin¬ 
ster, said: “The drugs 1 take every day 
keep me alive. 

“I have chronic myeloid leukaemia 
(CML), and my lOOmg dose of a drug Kris Griffin, 
called Dasatinib has put the cancer into 
remission. 

“I work full-time, don’t consider myself ‘sick’ and am 
very, very lucky. 

“The reason I consider myself lucky is because iff had 
been diagnosed today, I would have less drugs available 
to me than there were available to me four years ago.” 

He went to the Houses of Parliament to meet MPs 
Alan Meale, who was the sponsor of an Early Day 
Motion calling for the drugs to be widely available, and 


who is fighting for cancer drugs to be kept on the NHS, 
with his wife Kelly and son Luca 

Alex Cunningham, a member of the All-Party Parlia¬ 
mentary Group on Cancer. 

Mr Griffin, who works in marketing and PR, said: “I 
think 1 made a slight ripple in a rather big pond. 

“Although my drugs are unaffected by any new deci¬ 
sions, this fight is for the people diagnosed today, tomor¬ 
row or next year.” 

Mr Griffin is to join with other patient groups to 
appeal against NICE’S decision.

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Church spends £20,000 
to deter metal thieves

Home scheme likely to win approval 


A PLAN to turn a disused agricul¬ 
tural building into a house is set to 
get the go-ahead, despite protests 
from residents and two councils. 

Wyre Forest District Council plan¬ 
ners will discuss the plan for Grey 
Green Lame, Bewdley, on Jamuairy 10 
and officers have recommended 


approval. But Bewdley Town Coun¬ 
cil and Kidderminster Foreign 
Parish Council say the development 
will be on green belt land. 

Neighbours have also sent in 35 
letters of objection. The planning 
meeting will be at the council’s 
offices in Kidderminster at 6pm. 


A CHURCH near Kidderminster 
has had to spend £20,000 replac¬ 
ing its lead roof with stainless 
steel after being hit by thieves. 

St Cassian’s Church in Chaddesley Cor¬ 
bett is believed to be one of the first in the 
region to use the material to deter attacks. 

Tarpaulin is being used to keep the build¬ 
ing watertight until the work is done. 

The church will use Terne stainless steel, 
which is of little scrap value. Thieves hit the 
church twice in a month in the summer, 
leaving water pouring in through the roof. 

The Rev Hugh Burton says he is sickened 
by the thefts, and he had to take action. 

After discussions with insurers and archi¬ 
tects, they decided to spend £20,000 in the 
hope that thieves would realise the roof 
material was not worth stealing. 

Meanwhile, in an effort to beat metal 
thefts, Chris Kelly MP for Dudley South, 
has called for an end to “metal laundering”. 

A cross-party group of MPs and Peers has 
called for immediate reform of the laws gov¬ 
erning the scrap metal industry. 

Industry 

The Parliamentarians formed an all-party 
group to focus on ways to stop the scourge 
of theft of metal, particularly from infra¬ 
structure such as railways and motorways. 

The group identified the illegal trade in 
metal by parts of the recycling industry as 
the key cause of metal theft. 

Mr Kelly, joint chair of the group, said: 
“We need to end metal laundering. The 
measures introduced need to address the 
whole chain handling scrap metal.” 

The move has been backed by the metal 
recycling industry, and the Energy Net¬ 
works Association. Spokesman Tony Glover 
said: “As the rest of Europe introduces leg¬ 
islation, the UK is in danger of being behind 
the curve. Every day we delay, we increase 
the chance that an innocent person will be 
killed as a result of damage to our infra¬ 
structure.”

Author Jan tracks course 
of mighty River Severn 


IT’S 220 miles long, was 
known to the Welsh as 
Afon Hafren and to the 
Romans as Sabrina. 

It is Britain’s longest river and 
has played an important part in the 
life of Wyre Forest residents for 
countless generations. 

It is, of course, the River Severn 
and its final 100 miles to the sea 
have been traced in a new book by 
Kidderminster author Jan 
Dobrzynski. 

The Severn, Arley to Avonmouth 
Through Time, is a companion 
volume to Mr Dobrzynski’s work on 
the river’s first hundred or so miles 
(The Severn, Plynlimon to Bridg¬ 
north) from its source in the Welsh 
mountains through the Marches 
and into Shropshire. 

It features around 180 photo¬ 
graphs, extensively captioned, 
which compare the sepia views of 
Edwardian times with their 
modern, colour counterparts. 

The Severn has been a natural 
boundary between Wales and 


England for centuries and served as 
a route for the transport of goods 
and people during Neolithic, 
Bronze Age, Roman and Saxon 
times. 

But it has also seen more warlike 
cargoes, forming a logical route for 
such invaders as the Vikings, Danes 
and Normans. 

Decline 

“In the nineteenth century the 
railways brought trade and com¬ 
merce to the whole of the British 
Isles,” says Mr Dobrzynski, an 
author, photographer and collector 
of transport ephemera. 

“They were key to the industrial 
expansion of the nation, but they 
also brought about the decline of 
the Severn’s river trade. When 
commercial river traffic finally dis¬ 
appeared in the twentieth century, 
the river changed and became more 
pastoral.” Fishing, boating and 


tourism have all thrived to take the 
place of the iron foundry products, 
shipbuilding and milling. 

If rail and road affected the work 
of the river it also opened up the 
area to tourism. 

Stourport and Bewdley attracted 
daytrippers in their thousands and 
the period from late Victorian to 
early Edwardian times proved to be 
the golden age of the river steamer. 

Now, private motor yacht cruis¬ 
ing is popular and narrow boats 
pass along the Severn Ring connec¬ 
tion that links up with major canals 
such as the Staffordshire and 
Worcestershire, Birmingham 
Canal Navigation and the Worces¬ 
ter and Birmingham.

Why royal

THE jewel in the West Midlands’ 
arts crown is Birmingham Royal 
Ballet. And, following an impressive 
2011 programme, it has already 
lined up a series of productions for 
2012. 

The company will hit the road 
with shows at the Sunderland 
Empire, London Coliseum and 
assorted venues in the North East - 
as well as two dates at the National 
Theatre, Munich. 

Happily, however, it will spend a 
large chunk of its time at Birming¬ 
ham Hippodrome, with a six-show 
production of Hobson’s Choice to 
run from February 22-25, including 
matinees. 

Talented 

BRB spokesman Simon Harper 
said: “Hobsons’s Choice is a classic 
of our time, in which audiences will 
meet Henry Hobson, boot-maker. If 
he could focus enough to peer 
through the alcoholic haze, he 
would see that he had three beauti¬ 
ful daughters, a talented assistant 
and a successful business.”

BRB is back with Far From The 
Madding Crowd (June 20-23), 
Summer Celebration is June 27- 
30 - a sizzling taste of Shakespeare, 
Noel Coward and Olympic dreams. 


CRYSTAL balls aren’t required 
for those predicting a vintage 
year on the local music scene in 
2012. 

The region’s live music venues are 
in fine shape, with Birmingham’s 
revamped 02 complex and the city’s 
soon-to-be improved NLA arena both 
attracting huge acts. 

The LG Arena also retains its 
status as a ‘must-visit’ destination for 
stadium rock bands, while other 
regional venues, such as the Wolver¬ 
hampton Civic Halls, hold enduring 
appeal. 

At grassroots level, there has been 
a decline in the number of pubs and 
clubs - the loss 12 months ago of 
Dudley’s near-legendary JBs club is 
still felt - but that does not mean 
great live music can’t be found for 
those with sufficient commitment. 

Favourite 

The Robin 2 in Bilston, continues 
to attract the best in vintage rock, 
blues and soul; The Haygate, in 
Wellington, is a perennial favourite 
for local artists while the Slade 
Rooms, in Wolverhampton, offers the 
best of all worlds. 

It’s a popular destination among 
up-and-coming alternative bands - 
the sort that NME loves to write 
about - while it’s also on the list of 
cult bands on the comeback trail. 
While it will be some months before 
bands start announcing their plans 
for the phenomenally busy autumn 
period, a number of groups has been 
quick out of the traps in booking gigs 
for the early part of 2012. 

The LG Arena will resonate to the 


sounds of Snow Patrol on February 4, 
as the Northern Irish combo promote 
their newest album Fadlen Empires. 

The cd is vintage ‘Patrol, featuring 
a number of trademark anthems that 
have already become fan favourites, 
and it’s likely to be one of the best gigs 
of spring. Oily Murs, Jason Derulo, 
Rammstein, The Wanted, JLS, Steps, 
II Divo, Barry Manilow, Westlife, 
Elton John, Blink 182, Roxette, 
Andrea Bocelli and Andre Rieu have 
already made bookings for the 
coming 12 months. 

Success 

However, another standout gig will 
feature Florence + The Machine, 
who return on March 13, following 
the huge success of their second 
album, Ceremonials which sold more 
than one million units in the two 
weeks following its release, as the 
album reached the top of the UK 
charts and the Billboard Top 10 
within its first week. 

The NLA has a host of big name 
acts, with plenty of rock and pop in 
store. One Direction, Australian Pink 
Floyd, The Four Tops and Tempta¬ 
tions, Joe Bonamassa, Chris Rea, Brit 
Floyd, Peter Andre and Chris de 
Burgh are among those who line-up. 

But many eyes will be on the return 
of Noel Gallagher, whose High Flying 
Birds will play on March 1. The NIA 
pulled off a coup in attracting Noel to 
the venue. 

His band’s debut album featured 
former Oasis session pianist Mike 
Rowe, The Lemon Trees’ drummer 
Jeremy Stacey, The Zutons’ bassist 
Russell Pritchard and guitarist Tim 
Smith. 


Wolverhampton’s Civic Halls have 
numerous bookings for the first part 
of the year, with Ed Sheeran headlin¬ 
ing two sold-out gigs in January. 
Other acts booked to play include 
Henry Rollins, Thin Lizzy, 
Puressence, The Presidents of the 
United States of America, Stour¬ 
bridge’s Pop Will Eat Itself, The Mac¬ 
cabees, Enter Shikari, Noah and the 
Whale, UFO, The Osmonds, Bombay 
Bicycle Club and Professor Green.

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Luckless Wolves are left Frankly frustrated by ref 


CHELSEA, it must be conceded, were worthy 
winners. 

But the manner of a defeat which turned the 
survival pressure dial another click to the right 
left the Wolves’ camp boiling with frustration 
at the start of 2012. 

Manager Mick McCarthy ignored all other 
debates to focus solely on the manner in which 
his team conceded Chelsea’s last-minute 
winning goal, joyously volleyed home from 
point-blank range by Frank Lampard, and 
coming five minutes after Wolves had pulled 
level. 

Molineux, however, preferred to fix its 
outrage on Lampard’s presence on the pitch to 
make such a late, decisive intervention on 
Monday. The England midfielder was probably 
the game’s best player but conceded he was also

the luckiest, having escaped with a yellow card 
when he scythed down Adam Hammill to 
trigger some feisty first-half exchanges. 

Lampard’s studs were up and he was late, 
catching Hammill at the bottom of his shin. But 
he’s Frank Lampard playing against Wolves 
and not a low-profile Serb playing against 
Arsenal. 

Their sense of injustice fuelled, Molineux’s 
public roared their disapproval and played a 
positive role in helping their team create their 
most threatening moments - albeit from set- 
pieces - against a Chelsea side perceived to be 


nervous and edgy amid the turmoil of an 
unconvincing change of coach and Roman 
Abramovich’s itchy trigger-finger. 

But when the fury had blown itself out, 
Chelsea had refused to buckle and appeared to 
be coasting to victory, a 54th-minute goal from 
Ramires greeted by a rather contrived and 
stage-managed celebration with the under-fire 
Andre Villas-Boas. 

Chelsea forgot to add authority in the score¬ 
line to match the superiority of their football, 
however, and all those old McCarthy virtues - 
tenacity, stubbornness, unquenchable spirit - 
found an equaliser from Stephen Ward which 
should have been enough to add a satisfying 
point to the two taken in trips to Arsenal and 
Bolton. Lampard, however, decreed otherwise. 

McCarthy has fortified his ranks with a 


couple of signings already and surely more will 
follow but, judging by the speed at which he was 
thrust into the starting line-up, it is clear he 
has great belief in another ‘borrow’ from one of 
the big boys, Arsenal’s Emmanuel Frimpong. 

The player’s daunting opening fixture pro¬ 
vided glimpses of the composure in possession 
which is the trademark of his parent club and 
is so desperately needed by a team which still 
finds it hard work to control possession. 

There was doubtless much disappointment 
that the manager recognised this shortfall and 
opted to approach the challenge with a nod to 
Chelsea’s superior qualities. 

Steven Fletcher and Matt Jarvis, his team’s 
most effective forwards and most over-worked, 
were held back on the bench as McCarthy 
injected his starting XI with the fresh energy 


required to hustle and hassle Chelsea. 

Wolves responded to the hostility Molineux 
aimed at referee Peter Walton for his Lampard 
‘let off and a Roger Johnson header rattled the 
bottom of the post. 

But Ramires’ goal was well-taken, a Juan 
Mata corner landing at his feet before he had 
the presence of mind to elude Ward and pop a 
rising, diagonal finish into the top corner. 

Wolves’ efforts to retrieve the game were 
laboured until more set-piece pressure finished 
with Hammill clipping a cross to the back post 
where Fletcher caught Jose Bosingwa off guard 
to set up Ward for a left-foot finish. 

It should have been enough to cap a decent 
festive programme with a point. That it ended 
in such despair spoke volumes for the battle 
confronting McCarthy’s team.
